tudents at Cabrillo Elementary School in 

Upland were treated last week to a presiden- 

tial visit by someone they might not normally 
have expected — Abraham Lincoln. 


Charles Brame of San Bernardino brings the character of the 
16th president alive in his production, “The Living Lincoln.” 

When he walked in the classroom, a hush fell over the room. The 
tall, thin, stately man began shaking hands with students, teachers 
and aides, stopping to chat or quipping with them. 

“1m Abe Lincoln, your 16th president,” Brame told Upland first 
and second graders. 

Students listened with rapt attention as Brame related stories of 
Lincoin’s childhood, his schooling and his family life, as well as 
teaching them some of the president’s favorite songs. 

He told students of Lincoln’s father’s travels to the wilderness, 
of the death of his mother and of his father’s remarriage. 

“My stepmother had a sense of humor and we were always 
playing practical jokes on each other,” the Lincoln look-alike said as 
he described the president’s life. “She used to make fun of me 












because | was so tall. We lived in a log cabin and | was so tali | could 
bump my head on the doorways. She was always teasing me about 
tracking up her ceiling.” 

“Well one day while she was out visiting a neighbor | got a small 
friend of mine to get his feet all muddy with that red, sticky mud 
(found in Illinois. | held him upside down while he walked on my 
stepmothers ceiling and tracked it up with red footprints,” the 
president/actor continued. 

“Well, when she got home, there was a loud shout and she told 
me if | wanted to have any gooseberry pie | better clean off the 
ceiling,” he said. 

_ Brame told the elementary children what schools were like when 
Lincoln was a youth. “We only went to school when we could be 
spared from our duties or work at home, sometimes only six weeks at 
a time. The only person who had books were the schoolmasters. We 
didn’t have paper or pencils; we used slates or sometimes boxes with 
— would write our letters or do our numbers with a stick in the 

nd. 

Stories about the Lincoln children were favorites with the under 
8-year-old crowd at Cabrillo Elementary. Brame carries a replica of a 
doll dressed as a soldier and tells listeners about an inciden' 
concerning the president and his children. 

“The gardener saw four very sad boys digging a hole in the 
garden to bury their doll. The boys told him Jack, their doll, had been 
found guilty of falling asleep during guard duty and would have to be 
shot. The gardener explained that with a presidential pardon, the doll 
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wouldn’t have to be punished and ali four 
boys came in to me,” the Lincoln impersona- 
tor said. 

As the story unfolds, the president took 
time to pardon the boys’ doll only to find 
Jack hanging by his neck in the rose garden. 
“He was hung for deserting and treason. All 
of my hard work (pardoning the doll) was for 
nothing,” the president/actor said. 

Brame played a replica of an old- 
fashioned five-string banjo for the students 
and taught them a song about President 
Lincoln. He finished up his visit with a 
question and answer period for the first and 
second graders. 

“| thought you were dead,” one first 
grader said. 

“No, I’m Charles Brame and I’m not 
dead. I’ve played Abraham Lincoln 605 times 
in shows like this and on television,’ Brame 
said. 

“Would you like to be president?” 
another little boy asked. 

“Well, | suppose there’s a time when 
everyone would liked to be president. Might 
get a few Democrats going if | decided to, 
but that’s the breaks,” Brame said. 

“What was the play you were seeing like 
when you were shot?” a student asked. 

“Well, people were celebrating Good 
Friday, people in the North were celebrating 
the winning of the (Civil) War and | went to 
see ‘Our American Cousins,’ it was a 
comedy and | was seeing it for the second 
time,” the Lincoln look-alike said. 

Brames has been portraying Lincoln 
seriously for the last four years, as a hobby 
and a parttime vocation. He has taught 
history, government and political science 
and has a masters degree in American 
history from the University of Missouri. 

“1 gear my monologue to my audience. | 
have talked as long as two hours for a 
college group about the political climate 
during Lincoln’s presidency, or discussed 
minority rights with predominately minority 
audiences. For older elementary students, 
say fifth graders, | talk a little more about 
the Civil War and problems they can 
understand,” Brame said. 

“There is a portion of children who don’t 
make the crossover, seeing me as Lincoln 
and making the separation (of actor and 
president); but | have found the adults 

reacting in the same way. Asking me 
questions as if | really were Lincoln,” he 
said. 

“As an artist and an actor, you try to 
create an impression that you are who you 
are portraying, that’s what it’s all about,” 
Brame said. 0

Kader hauls the train in the back of his van, 
which is equipped with a heavy metal stand 
and train tracks to display the train. Two 
Sundays a month, Kader and his train can be 
found at the Live Steamers Club, adjacent to 
Hunter Park in Riverside. The club has three 
miles of track to transport children free of 


charge in cars behind the locomotives. 

Next month, Kader will load the train into 
his van and haul it to Phoenix, Ariz., where 't 
will be displayed at a model locomotive show 


Kader, wearing a belt buckle with a train 
picture and displaying the enthusiam of a 
youngster, said he didn’t collect trains as a 
child. 


“We were so poor we couldn't afford 
them,” he said. “I came from a small coal 
mining town in the '30s. 

“4 couldn’t afford them.” 
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In the wake of recent television movies 
there has been an increase in public 
awareness of sexual abuse and the 
disappearance of children. While it may not be 
a pleasant topic to confront, it is one that 
every parent and other adults in positions of 
responsibility must deal with. 

Sexual abuse of children is increasing in 
epidemic oroportions. Estimates suggest that 
as many as one million children are molested 
each year, with one out of every four children 
being victims before adulthood. An equally 
shocking estimate is that two out of three 
children fail to report molestation even to their 
parents. An estimated 10 percent of all 
children are victims of incest, with females 
outnumbering males 10 to 1. 

While books alone can’t solve the problem, 
knowledge can be a powerful weapon. 
Children can be taught skills to help protect 
themselves and can be encouraged to 
recognize their rights and to tell others if 
they’ve been victimized. Parents and other 
responsible adults can learn how to remain 
open and sensitive as well as learn some of 
the warning signs that are often a clue that 
something is wrong. Any adult who suspects 
the worst can find concrete advice on how to

Toddlers can get the shots they need 


Ontario Community Hospital, in cooperation 
with San Bernardino County Department of Public 
Health, is sponsoring a “Toddler Immunization 
Clinic” on Feb. 24, 9:30 to 11:30 a.m. in the hospital 
conference room. 

Although nearly all children born in California 
begin their infant immunizations, recent studies 
indicate a considerable number of children are not 
completing the full series of immunizations and 
consequently are not protected against dangerous 
childhood diseases. 

The most serious drop-off comes after the first 
birthday. There appears to be a tendency for 
parents to postpone the immunizations needed 
between the ages of 1 and 2 years. 

For some childen, these immunizations are 
postponed until they enter kindergarten, leaving 
them unprotected when they are most vulnerable. 

By the first birthday, the child should have 
received three DPT and two polio immunizations. 

By the age of 15 months, the MMR (measles, 
mumps, rubella) shots should have been received. 

By 18 months, one more DPT and one more 
polio should have been done. . 

By age 2, the child should have received a total

Although some view this as a family 
problem, the family is the basic component of 
our society and it is the responsiblity of all to 
help recognize and explore the causes and 
consequences of the problem. 

Two very new books on the subject that are 
aimed at younger audiences are “The Dangers 
of Strangers” by Kathryn Goldner and Carol 
Vogel and ‘‘No More Secrets for Me” by Oralee 
Wachter. a 

“The Dangers of Strangers” is a picture’ 
book for 5- to 8-year-olds. It describes a variety 
of situations and discusses the various 
motives and arguments a stranger might use 
to lure a child. 

“No More Secrets For Me,” which is aimed 
at alittle older audience, is acollection of four 
brief stories that portray sexual abuse 
situations. Each story illustrates why telling 
someone about the ‘‘secret”’ is important. 
Both of these new books are currently on 
order. 

“Let’s Talk About It” by Dr. Michael Pall is a 
book for children and parents about child 
abuse and neglect. It attempts to help give 
abused children and abusing parents a better 
understanding of why they fee! the way they 
do, why they do some of the things they do, 
and what they can do to stop hurting. For 
those who have never been in the situation, it 
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gives a better understanding of the problems, 
feelings and behaviors involved. 

“No More Secrets, Protecting your Child 
From Sexual Assault,” by Caren Adams and 
Jennifer Fey, is an excellent manual for 
parents and children up to about 12. Any 
parent who is armed with this book and has 
taken the time to go over it with a child could 
at least rest a little easier. Chapter titles 
include: What is the sexual assault of a child?, 
How can |-protect my child?, Where do | 
begin?, What do | say?, and What if my child 
has been assaulted? 


Another aspect of the problem is helping 
the adults who have grown up as victims. 
“Daddy’s Girl” by Charlotte Vale Allen and 
“Father's Day’s” by Katherine Brady are two 
moving personal narratives of incest. Many 
other books are available that reveal the 
experiences and feelings of those who have 
endured abuse and neglect. 


While none of the library staff is trained to 
intervene or advise those in abusive situations, 
we are committed to helping people find 
information or suggest possible support 
groups or agencies which could help. Our 
Community Resources Directory and the 1984 
Women’s Yellow Pages are but two sources 
we have available to assist those in the West 
End area in finding help. Should a less-visible 
approach be desired, Parents Anonymous has 
a 24-hour toll-free number, (800) 352-0386, from 
which local referrals may be made.

Mary Ann Magliocco had a simple 
request for her 37th wedding 
anniversary.

You've undoubtedly heard of the Red Cross 
and the Salvation Army but more than likely 
the name Mennonite Disaster Service (MDS) 
doesn't ring a bell. 

When a disaster strikes, however, all three 
groups will be there. 

“MDS is one of three organizations 
recognized by the Federal government to 
respond in disaster situations,”’ said Harold 
Groff, a representative of the local Mennonite 
organization. “The Red Cross and the 
Salvation Army are the other two.” 


More than 350 representatives from 
throughout the US. and Canada met in Upland 
last week to discuss regional reports on 
disaster related topics. 

The conference was held at Upland 
Brethren in Christ Church. Brethern in Christ 
Churches are affiliated with the Mennonite 
Church. 


Whenever or wherever a disaster occurs, 
voluteers from MDS ready to serve. “In 
Coalinga (site of a severe earthquake last year) 


we are still doing repair work and have started 
a house for a family there,” Ankratz said. ; 

The MDS works closely with the American 
Red Cross, according to Groff, and the 
volunteers do not have to be members of the 
Mennonite denomination. “Hardly any of the 
people we help are Mennonites. The Red ; 
Cross checks on the people we help, to see if 
they have insurance, resources or family to 
help them. 

“If they don’t, they are helped to get loans 
and supplies and we donate the labor,” he 
said. 

Mennonites were active during the flooding 
at Lake Elisnore and Laguna three years ago, 
according to Groff. 

“We always had 12 people at the site who 
were volunteers. A lot of the Mennonites are 
farmers and in the winter months there is not 
much farming going on so they are free to 
come and help. In California we have a lot of 
retired people who volunteer,” Groff said. 

MDS volunteers travel from as far as 
Canada, often at their own expense to help 
disaster victims. “We have five Canadians 
working at the Coalinga disaster site,” he said.

The Mennonites do not have a large, 
national fund for aiding disaster victims, Groff 
said. “When there is a disaster, we put the 
word out to our constituents. The needed 
labor, money or funds necessary, seems to 
come in as we need it.” 


The MDS has a basic pattern of operations 
followed for certain disasters like tornado or 
flooding, according to Canadian representative 
Eddie Bearinger. “We have had something 
unique in Pennsylvania. We’re (MDS 
volunteers) cleaning out poultry houses after 
the disasierous poultry diseases damaged the 
industry,” he said. 


The Canadians have volunteers throughout 
the U.S. as well as in their own region. 

“We have two kinds of operations. Our 
short term is when we give it all we’ve got and 
go in to help for a few days doing clean-up,” 
Bearinger explained. “Our longer term usually 
involves reconstrution, sometimes lasting for 
several six-month terms.” 


“The local unit nearest the disaster starts 
the bail rolling. Then we go to the state unit, 
and the national MDS unit,” Groff said. 0 


San Dimas drive-in church closes its operations 


The Valley Community Drive-in Church in San 
Dimas will disband after its Feb. 26 worship service 
and the property will be sold to pay its debts. 

But the following Sunday, the church’s 
ministers will lead a new congregation of the same 
denomination in its first worship service across the 
street at Lone Hill Intermediate School. 

Founded in mid-1960s, the drive-in church’s 
congregation borrowed money from individuals 
throughout the country to buy the land and build a 
sanctuary at Covina Boulevard and Lone Hill 
Avenue, said Meivin De Vries, pastor. 

The 800-some members of the San Dimas 
Noteholders Association were given promissory 
notes which haven't yet been repaid, he said. 

“You can’t build a $2 million church and expect 
the congregation itself to sustain the capital and 
operating budgets,” said De Vries. 

“This church was operating with a fot of 
borrowed money until 1974. Since then, it’s 
operated within its budget, but was never able to 
grow enough to purchase the expensive building,” 
he added. 

Church attendance has been averaging 350 to 
400 worshippers each Sunday, which De Vries 
noted is large for a Protestant church. But the 
church's active membership never reached its 
capacity. The church sanctuary can seat 750 
worshippers. The church. also has parking spaces 
for 300 cars to accommodate persons worshipping 
outdoors. 

The congregation is-now vacating the building, 
so the noteholders can sefl the land and facilities 
and “realize what they can on their original 
investment,’’ said the pastor. 

Part of the the Reformed Church of America, 
the San Dimas church is one of the oldest drive-in 
churches in the nation. It was dedicated in 1968 in 
services which featured the denomination’s most 
famous minister, the Rev. Norman Vincent Peale. 

Despite the congregation’s enthusiasm, the 
church had a shaky financial plan for repaying its 
debt, said De Vries. 

“Churches usually build in stages — starting a 
unit, expanding, starting a unit, expanding. This 
one had to take care of all its debt at once.” 

It was that, rather than the unusual drive-in 
arrangement, that led to the congregation’s 
inability to continue any longer, said the pastor. 

De Vries was called to the church in 1974 to 
steer it to a financial solution. 

“Every effort has been made to reach an 
agreeabie solution with the noteholders, including 
an attempted class action settiement,”’ he said.

But, 
De Vries said, there will be no outstanding debt on 
the congregation’s on-going expenses. 

“All its current operating bills will have been 
fully paid,” he said, adding that last year’s 
operating budget was about $250,000. 

Not only will the sanctuary and offices on the 
8¥2-acre site be vacated, but the off-site parsonage 
as well. However, the Day Care Center on the 
property will continue to operate. 

“The Day Care Center has been incorporated 
under its own name. It’s been leasing from us and 
hopes to continue leasing from the new owners,” 
said De Vries. 

Nearly 200 children up through kindergarten age 
attend the school, he added. It operates ona 
separate budget of about $240,000.

He found out war was a nightmare

In the summer of 1918, | heard a lot about 
the war. | asked many times but couldn’t get 
any answers about what war was. “‘You’re too 
young, don’t you fret about it.” 

Now, in a family like ours, with eight kids, 
my mother was really too busy to answer any 
of the stupid questions asked by stupid 
youngsters. | got to rely more and more on my 
brother and older sisters whenever | could get 
them to listen to me. Their answers may not 
always be right but they were the only access 
to information | had. 

| finally cornered my sister Ann and asked 
her what war was. | knew it was something 
frightful from the way the older people talked 
of it and | had to know. Ann was in her second 
year at the little red schoolhouse, and she 
should be an authority on most anything. 

She got an old magazine and leafed 
through it. She finally came to a full-page 
picture, a painting of a cavalry charge of the 
Civil War (| remember the details so vividly that 
many years later | figured out what it was): 
cannon booming, men on horses looming 
large even’ above the cannon, men getting 
bayoneted and some already down. It was 
horrible, Jike a large wave of men, guns, horses 
and cannon rolling over the earth. My sister 
tore out the page and gave it to me. 

“ This,” she said, “is war,” as if it 
explained everything. In the next few weeks | 
stared at that picture and studied it. It was the 
stuff of nightmares. | was glad that the war 
was very far away. 

Then the most horrible thing happened. 
Whenever people came over to visit us they 
generally sat on benches under the shade 
trees of the front yard in the hot summer heat. 
Of course, the main topic of conversation was 
the war, which automatically terminated if 
someone noticed me within hearing distance 
and ordered me away. 

But | wasn’t to be denied. | found ways and 
means to hear the conversations, until one day 
this particular fellow saw me watching and_ 
listening and he pretended that he didn't. Pet 
guess he thought he’d have some fun at my 
expense: he turned away and said in aloud 
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voice, “I hear the war is now 20 miles from 
here and it’ll.be here in the next few days.” 

| was dumbfounded. | knew this fellow, 
who must have been all of 17 years old, to be a 
braggart and a liar according to my older 
sisters who thoroughly detested him. But he 
had made this statement about the war and | 
noticed that the other people didn’t say 


want to hear any more about it.” 

That to me was a mother’s instinctive 
action to protect her young from danger and 
worry. To me, that war was coming, and every 
day, for many hours I'd stand on the roadway 
waiting for the war to roll toward me. 
Sometimes I’d climb my favorite tree by the 
roadside, going to the very top so that the

Even though 
flooding causes more than two billion 
dollars in property damage annually, 
many people will not cover flood loss. 

Even fewer people have any idea of 
what to do when floodsthreaten their 
community. 

As with most natural disasters, the 
elements of surprise and 
unpreparedness can contribute to the 
devastation. Much property damage 
could have been avoided if flood 
victims had adopted these steps 
suggested by the National Flood 
Insurance Program, a government- 
sponsored program administered by 
the Federal Emergency Mangement 
Agency’s (FEMA) Federal Insurance 
Adminitration. 

To begin with, FEMA recommends 
that everyone make an itemized list of 
personal property, including

After a flood: 

® Check for structural damage 
before entering a building. Make sure 
it is not in danger of collapsing. Turn 
off any outside gas lines at the meter 
or tank, and let the house air for 
several minutes to remove escaping 
gas or foul odors. 

® Do not use open flame as a 
source of light since gas may still be 
trapped inside; a battery-operated 
flashlight is ideal. 

® Watch for electrical shorts or live 
wires before making certain that the 
main power switch is turned off. Do 
not turn on any lights or appliances 
until an electrician has checked the 
system for short circuits. 

® Cover broken windows and holes 
in the roof or walls to prevent further 
weather damage. The expense of 
these temporary repairs is usually 
covered under your flood insurance 
policy (subject to the policy 
deductible). Therefore, it is important 
to save receipts. 

® Proceed with immediate cleanup 
measures to prevent any health 
hazards. Throw out foods and 
previously unopened medicines that 
have come in contact with flood 
waters.

@ Clean metal at once and wipe 
with a xerosene-soaked cloth. A light 
coat of oil will prevent iron from 
rusting.

@ Water for drinking and food 
preparation should be boiled 
vigorously for ten minutes (until the 
public water system has been 
declared safe). Another method of 
disinfecting is to mix one-half 
teaspoon of liquid commercial laundry 
bleach with two and one-half gallons 
of water and let stand for five minutes. 
Emergency water may be obtained by 
draining a hot water tank or melting 
ice cubes.

@ Shovel out mud while it is still 
moist to give walls and floors a 
chance to dry.

It doesn’t take long for an overturned or wrecked 
automobile to become a fiery coffin. 

Adding to the danger of fire, people trapped within the 
wreckage may need urgent medical care. 

The only way to rescue these victims is through the 
use of motorized tools that cut and break through the 
twisted metal. 

And local firefighters show there’s more than one way 
to skin a Car. 

“There’s a lot of nice little things we can do,” says 
Michael Bernal, a paramedic with the Ontario Fire 
Department. 

Firefighters from Ontario and Upland recently 
demonstrated the finer parts of retrieving victims from 
wrecked autos. The rescue workers were also trying out a 
new line of lightweight mechanical ‘‘spreaders” and 
“cutters.” 

The spreaders are used to pry metal apart, while the 
cutters can rip through the material. 

The first step is to carefully break the windows so they 
don’t burst by themselves, spraying victims and rescue 
crews with glass. 

Then, the door can be pried open or — if the caris not 
overturned — the roof can be peeled back after a few 
carefully placed snips of the cutters. 

Before using the tools, firefighters are advised to try 
one of the oldest methods for removing trapped 
passengers: grab the handle and simply open the door.

by being mousey, but by grabbing every 
opportunity that arose. 

Numerous buyers of boats had no 
experience at all, just a yen for yachting, 
along with lots of timidity. That’s where ty 
with lots of youthful confidence, stepped 
in and offered to make “old salts” of 
them. A number accepted, and | got to 
skipper a variety of boats of various sizes. 
Little, if any, money came my way, but | 
ate lots of their food, and had nothing but 
fun. 

In the fall of 1933, | entered Chaffey 
Junior College (its name then), in the 
building at the southwest corner of Fifth 
Street and Euclid. | continued machine 
shop and welding classes. | also started a 
correspondence course in diesel 
engineering, later completing it. 

Just before spring vacation in 1934, 
my parents, sister, and | spent a weekend 


Balboa Yacht Basin, a marina home for 
many boats. 

While snooping around the Marina, | 
noted a newly completed machine and 
welding shop, and the equipment being 
added. | learned glancing backward that, 
so far, they had no machinist or welder. 
So | spent some time, bending the ear of 
the marina owner, Roy Lyon, as to my 
abilities. 

A few days later, a group of us from 
Upland Boy Scout Troop 1, were finalizing 
plans for a spring vacation trip to Death 
Valley. | was junior assistant scoutmaster. 
Then | got a phone call. it was from Roy 
Lyon, wanting me to come to work the 
next day. 

So, with the blessing of my parents, as 
usual, | chucked everything, school

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Hospice can help 


While the Inland Hospice 
Association has in the past assisted 
with bereavement in families it serves, 
the agency now has established a 
formal bereavement program under 
the supervison of a director. 

“Our volunteers always have 
assisted families as they grieve the 
loss of a loved one, but now we have 
established a professional team for 
the bereavement program,” said Teddi 
Bourgeois of Diamond Bar, 
bereavement director. 

The team was established, she 
explained, because the hospice 
association is applying to become a 
Home Health Care Agency. A 
bereavement program is a requirement 
for federal funding. 

The position of director of 
bereavement is funded by a one-year 
grant from the Price Foundation in 
Ontario. Bourgeois is working 15 
hours a week. 

The primary volunteer who has been 
the support person for a terminally ill 
patient and his family prior to death 
frequently continues to offer physical 
and emotion assistance during the 
first year. 

“Each family is unique and must be 
assessed for primary needs. For 
instance, the person who had the 
major responsibility for the deceased 
may be coping well with the grieving 
process but another family member 
may not cope well and needs support. 

“An important aspect of 
bereavement intervention includes 
education regarding the typical states 
of grief and reassurance,” Bourgeois 
said. 


Persons experiencing grief may 
have a number of symptoms including 
emptiness in the stomach and loss of 
appetite, anger at the loved one for 
leaving them, heaviness in the chest 
and tightness in the throat, crying at 
unexpected times, difficulty in 
sleeping, difficulty in concentration 
and sensing the presence of the loved 


one by hearing voices or seeing 
images. 

The team will review the family 
three or four weeks after the death. 


They will especially be concerned with 


youngsters under 14 years of age or 
persons who appear not to be coping 
well. 2s 

Bourgeois said the team will follow 
the family for a year. By that time, she 
noted, most people will have resumed 
their daily lives. However, the total 
recovery period usually is 18 months 
to two years, the director noted. 

Bereavement team members will be 
especially aware of significant dates 
such as birthdays or anniversaries. _ 

In addition to emotional support, 
the team will offer grief education. 

According to Bourgeois, a grief 
support group aiso will be organized 
for families. Plans call for the group to 
be meeting by spring. 

The bereavement program of the 
Inland Hospice Association is offered 
at no cost to the family. It’s a part of 
the ongoing service of the agency 
which is supported by grants, public 
donations and the United Way. __ 

Bourgeois, a wife and mother of 
four children, recently graduated from 
Azusa Pacific University with a 
master’s degree in marriage, family 
and child counseling. A registered 
nurse who also holds a bachelor’s 
degree from Chapman College, 
Bourgeois has worked in psychiatric 
nursing. 

Five professionals will assist on the 
team. They are Barbara McCall of 
Claremont, retired minister with 
experience in counseling and 
psychotherapy; Joanne Crombie of 
Upland, a Pitzer College junior 
majoring in psychology and a hospice 
volunteer for three years; Ed Meury of 
Claremont, a retired minister who has 
completed volunteer training 
sessions; Kirby Palmer of Pomona, a 


social worker at Tri-City Mental Health

included. Those were depression times, and | 
went. | never went back to school again, so 
that’s probably why | am not any smarter. But, 
| felt like a millionaire, drawing $2.50 per day, 
for a six-or seven-day week. And | satisfied my 
boss, evidently. 

To me, my year there was most colorful. | 
did every job that came along, learning more 
as things occurred. There was a lot more of 
that boat handling for timid owners. Roy Lyon 
and Preston Foster, the movie actor, together 
owned the 60-foot Minx. But both were shaky 
on handling it. So | did it for them. 

Lyon often liked to fish in midweek. He 
would look over the various boats in the 
marina and say, ‘John, let’s take the ‘‘so and 
so” and go fishing today.” So we did, and | 
don’t think the owners ever got wise, but we 
got pienty of beautiful fish, back in those days. 

After a year, | decided | should widen my 
horizons a bit, to see what was going on 
elsewhere. For better exposure, | took a job 
running the ferry between Balboa and Balboa 
Island, carrying autos and passengers. | took a 
cut to $2 per day, plus a cubbyhole in which to 
sleep and cook and a six-day week. 

Every trip across with the ferry, | oggled a 
beautiful 107-foot Canadian yacht, the Seyelyn 
ll, moored in front of the Balboa Pavilion. | had 
once wangled my way aboard for a look-see, 
and it looked like a floating palace.
